Before you begin connecting the hardware, make sure that you meet 
the requirements for the phone line. If you are installing software, also 
ensure that your computer or network meets the requirements. 

Checking phone line requirements 

You can connect the HP LaserJet 31 50 product to a phone line only 
for fax calls (a dedicated line) or a phone line for both voice calls and 
fax calls (a shared line). In most cases, you can choose either one. 
However, the HP LaserJet 3150 product cannot work with digital 
telephone lines (only with analog) and might not be able to work on a 
shared line with telephone system features such as the automatic 
answering systems often used in large companies, voice mail, call 
waiting, and some other advanced features provided by your local 
telephone company. 

• Important! If you are trying to connect the product to a line for 
both fax and voice calls (a shared line) and have the types of 
telephone system features mentioned above, HP recommends 
getting a second phone line dedicated to fax calls.

HP has designed its 
HP LaserJet 3150 product and toner 
cartridges to work together to give you 
optimal image quality and reliability. 



CAUTION! 

To prevent damage, do not expose the 
toner cartridge to light for more than a 
few minutes. 



To install the toner cartridge 

1 Use the two printer door release 
latches to pull open the printer door. 

2 Shake the toner cartridge several 
times from side to side (about two 
times per second) to distribute the 
toner evenly.

Deciding what else to connect 

In the previous step, you connected the HP LaserJet 3150 product to 
a wall socket for the phone line. Generally, there are only three other 
devices you might want or need to connect to the same phone line: 

• a telephone 

• an answering machine 

• an external modem or a computer with an internal modem. 

Which, if any, of these you connect to this phone line depends on your 
situation, which should be one of the following two situations. 



IF you have a computer modem 

If you have an internal computer modem or an external modem 
please note that the HP LaserJet 31 50 product cannot be used 
as a data modem to communicate with other computers, to 
send and receive e-mail, or to connect to the Internet.

Connecting other devices to the phone line 



Situation 1 : You connected the HP LaserJet 3150 
product to a wall socket with a phone line for fax calls 
only (a dedicated fax line).

The answer mode is set to Automatic or Manual depending on your 
situation. In Automatic mode, the HP LaserJet 3150 product answers 
incoming calls after the number of rings to answer specified. Or, it 
"listens" for fax tones when an answering machine connected to the 
line answers first and then answers if it is a fax call. In Manual mode, 
the HP LaserJet 31 50 product never answers calls. You must start the 
fax receiving process yourself, either by pressing Start on the 
control panel or by picking up a phone connected to that line (and 
possibly pressing ***). 

If the HP LaserJet 3150 product is set to Automatic mode, you may 
need to adjust the rings-to-answer setting. This is especially 
important if the HP LaserJet 3150 product is connected to a line 
receiving both fax and voice calls (a shared line) with an answering 
machine. The rings to answer on the HP LaserJet 3150 product must 
be higher than the rings to answer on the answering machine. This 
allows the answering machine to answer the incoming call and record 
a message if it is a voice call. This also allows the HP LaserJet 3150 
product to listen to the call, and if it detects fax tones, to take the call. 

For the HP LaserJet 31 50 product, the factory default answer mode is 
Automatic. The default number of rings to answer is 1 in Malaysia and 
Singapore and 5 in all other countries. Use the table below to 
determine what settings to use given your situation.

Overview 

The three, main parts of the software that you see and use regularly 
are the Document Assistant, the document viewer, and the desktop. 



Introducing the Document Assistant 

To see and use the Document assistant, the product must be directly 
connected to your computer. The Document Assistant is a dialog box 
that appears on the computer screen when you load a document into 
the document feeder tray. 

If you have a compatible e-mail program, four icons appear on this 
screen. Otherwise, only three appear. Click anywhere on the 
Document Assistant to activate it. 
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Once activated, the Document Assistant displays buttons for the pc 
fax, pc copy, and scan functions. If you have a compatible e-mail 
program, a Scan to E-mail button also appears. Click the button for 
the function you want:

At the bottom of the Document Assistant are the Configure, Help, 
and Cancel buttons.

If you are scanning (or scanning to e- 
mail), you must begin the task using the Document Assistant, the 
JetSuite Pro software, or another program (such as a TWAIN- 
compliant one). You cannot use the control panel. 
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Introducing the document viewer 

When you initiate a scan from the Document Assistant or the JetSuite 
Pro software, the scanned item appears as an unnamed file in the 
document viewer of the JetSuite Pro software. Identify the different 
parts of the document viewer window:

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The document viewer allows you to work with the content of the 
scanned item.

When you close a document in the document viewer, it appears as a 
thumbnail (a small image) or file name in the desktop of the JetSuite 
Pro software.

Note Network users do not see the Fax Receive folder or related features or 

options. They also do not see the PC Copy icon, features, or options. 

The desktop shows thumbnails of .jsd documents and icons of 
documents in other graphics file formats or file formats for common 
word-processing, spreadsheet, and presentation programs. Use the 
desktop to: 

• organize and file a saved, scanned item in a folder. 

• send the scanned item to another program, such as a word- 
processing program. 

• manage faxes sent from the computer and view fax logs for all 
faxes. A user whose computer is directly connected to the 
product can also manage faxes received to the computer. 

To view a .jsd document again in the document viewer, double-click its 
thumbnail. If you double-click the thumbnail of a file on the desktop 
with a different format, the file opens in the program associated with 
that extension on your computer.

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Using Help 



You installed the Help when you installed the JetSuite Pro software. 
Help contains detailed procedures that guide you through any task 
you want to perform from the software. It provides information that is 
specific to the current task. Help is also a troubleshooting tool. When 
questions arise or a problem occurs, the quickest way to find a 
solution is to access your Help. 

Help contains the following general topics: 

Installation Help — provides help for installing the software and 
determining required settings. 

General Information Help — gives overview information for the print, 
fax, copy, and scan functions. Also gives overview information for the 
JetSuite Pro software. 

Troubleshooting — gives solutions for common problems. 

How Do I — provides step-by-step instructions for printing, faxing, 
copying, scanning, configuration, and other JetSuite Pro software 
tasks. 

You can access Help by: 

• clicking Help on the Document Assistant or any screen where the 
Help button appears. 

• selecting Contents from the Help menu on the desktop or 
document viewer. 

• pressing F1 on the computer keyboard.

You must have installed the software to scan an item. You can start a 
scan from the Document Assistant or the JetSuite Pro software by 
clicking Scan. (To see and use the Document Assistant, the product 
must be directly connected to your computer.) 

When the next dialog box opens, you have three destination options: 
Scan to JetSuite Desktop Viewer, Scan to File, or Scan to Text. 

• Select Scan to JetSuite Desktop Viewer (the default) to place 
the item in the document viewer of the JetSuite Pro software. 
Using this program, you can annotate, organize, and store 
important documents. 

• Select Scan to File to create a file of the item without viewing it 
now. 

• Select Scan to Text, to convert the item to editable text and open 
it as an unnamed file in your word-processing program. 

To scan using the Document Assistant 

1 Load the document into the document feeder tray. 

2 When the Document Assistant appears, click anywhere on it to 
activate it. 

3 Click Scan. 




4 In the dialog box that appears, adjust any options, such as 
contrast, ensure Scan to JetSuite Desktop Viewer is selected, 
and click Start Scan. 

5 After it has been scanned, the item appears in the document 
viewer. Explore the options: Add annotations and hyperlinks, and 
then send the item to fax, print, or another task. 
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To scan using the JetSuite Pro software 

1 In the JetSuite Pro desktop or document viewer, click the Scan 
icon on the Manager toolbar. 

2 In the dialog box that appears, adjust any settings, such as scan 
mode or contrast. 

3 Choose Scan to JetSuite Desktop Viewer, Scan to File, or 
Scan to Text as the destination. 

4 Select the Use Start button on device to begin scan check box. 
The Start Scan button becomes unavailable, and the scanner 
path on the product is now unavailable to other users for the next 
three minutes. 

5 At the HP LaserJet 3150 product, load the document into the 
document feeder tray. 

6 Press Start. The document is scanned item goes to the 
destination you chose. 



Hint You can also start a scan from the JetSuite Pro software by clicking the 

Scan icon on the Manager toolbar, loading the document, and 
returning to the computer to click Start Scan. In this case, make sure 
the Use the Start button on device to begin scan check box is 
cleared. 
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Scanning to text using OCR 



When you are scanning an item and choose Scan on the Document 
Assistant or in the JetSuite Pro software and then select Scan to 
Text, the JetSuite Pro software initiates the scan using the best 
settings for text. Then, the OCR software discards any graphics on 
the scanned item and converts the text to editable text. When the 
OCR software has finished, the converted text appears as an untitled 
file in your word-processing program. 

Because OCR conversions are never perfect, proof the converted text 
carefully.
